2 . SUMMARY : AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT AND UK FOREIGN 
SECRETARY HURD DISCUSSED THE LATEST DEVELOPMENTS 
REGARDING RWANDA AND YEMEN DURING A JUNE 21 MEETING. 
(DISCUSSION OF BOSNIA AND DPRK REPORTED SEPTEL.) HURD 
AGREED THAT THE FRENCH INITIATIVE ON RWANDA DESERVED OUR 
SUPPORT. HURD URGED THE U.S. TO BECOME MORE INVOLVED IN 
SEEKING A SOLUTION TO THE CRISIS IN YEMEN. END SUMMARY. 
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3. HURD BROUGHT UP RWANDA. AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT SAID 
THAT WE SUPPORTED THE FRENCH PROPOSAL. IF THE FRENCH 
WERE WILLING TO SEND A NEUTRAL HUMANITARIAN FORCE , THEY 
DESERVED OUR SUPPORT. HURD AGREED, ADDING THAT THE 
"ORDINARY PROCESS" OF PUTTING TOGETHER A UN OPERATION 
WAS MOVING TO SLOWLY, 



HANNAY ADDED THAT RESOLUTION 925 WAS ADOPTED UNDER 
CHAPTER VI AND THEREFORE ANY DEPLOYMENT WOULD REQUIRE 
THE CONSENT OF BOTH PARTIES. THUS, SINCE THE RPF HAD 
OBJECTED TO THE DEPLOYMENT OF A FRENCH FORCE, SUCH A 
FORCE COULD NOT BE DEPLOYED UNDER 925. / 



4. AMBASSADOR ALBRIGHT SAID THAT THE U.S. WAS TRYING TO 
MAKE PEACEKEEPING WORK BETTER. OUR NEW POLICY MIGHT 
SLOW THE PROCESS DOWN A BIT BUT IT WAS IMPOSSIBLE TO 
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CONTINUE AS BEFORE. HANNAY SAID THAT TO SOME EXTENT "WE 
HAVE BROUGHT DELAY ON OURSELVES" BY REFUSING TO GIVE THE 
UN A LOGISTICS CAPABILITY. 
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
